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Sparks Fly over Ball Field Lighting 
At Schrom Hills Planning Session

To light or not to light the 
ball fields in Schrom Hills 
Park was the question that 
excited heated argument at 
the last mini-charette on 
planning the park. The meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday, November 
22 was the third and last in 
which citizens were invited 
to play around with ideas a- 
bout what | to place in the 
new park. Most seemed to 
agree with most of the rec¬ 
reation facilities suggested 
at earlier meetings and so 
mainly questioned details 
and cost estimates. 

Schrom Hills Park is a 41-acre 
site located north and east of 
Hanover Parkway and south of 
Greenbrook development. $415*OOQ 
will be available to develop the 
park, mostly from the city's $6 
million bond issue and from 
grants. The city is still trying 
to acquire several more acres for 
the park. 

The question about whether to 
light the proposed ball fields was 
a controversy which showed 
no signs of reaching a conclusion 
satisfactory to all. 

Jack Davis of Hunting Ridge 
started off by calmly explaining 
that “we want a park we can be 
involved in" and “we don't need 
the lights in our windows,"- 

That was greeted with shouted 
objections from Pat Molden and 
Julie Greer, both of whom are 
associated with sports teams. 

Other people argued, in a calm¬ 
er manner, that there is a real 
need for lighted ball fields in 
Greenbelt. For example, Nancy 
Boardman, manager of a soccer 
team, said her team had to leave 
Greenbelt to practice, 

James Foy* president of Hunt¬ 
ing Ridge Homeowners Associa¬ 
tion (which is across the road 
from the location proposed for 
the ball fields) said he “does not 
want to take an antagonistic 
view with” the sports clubs, but 
if there were “lights outside 
your bedroom window then you'd 
be upset, too," 

And J Davis of Greenbriar, 
and a member of the city's Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board, maintain¬ 
ed that it was originally planned 
to be a passive park but we 
(Greenbelt East residents) com¬ 
promised and now there are to 
be playing fields in the park. 

Jeff Keir mentioned that Ma- 
gruder Park fields have low 
lights. 

In an attempt to reach a com¬ 
promise the consultant hired by 
the city to plan the park, Grace 
Fielder of Greenman and Peder¬ 
sen of Laurel, put forth a mo¬ 
tion for a straw vote. The mo¬ 
tion, low intensity lights timed 
to go off at 9 p.m. received a 
vote of 17 for and 7 against. 
Those against were all neigh¬ 
bors of the new park. Many of 
those for the motion had earlier 


indicated they were associated 
with sports teams. 

This issue and other aspects of 
the plan for Schrom Hills Park 
will be discussed soon at a Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB) meeting and then at a 
city council meeting in January 
or February. 

Recreation Facilities 

At the first public hearing on 
June 15 citizens gave Fielder a 
wish list of ideas for the park. 
At the second meeting on Sep¬ 
tember 27 she presented two 
plans for the park showing how 
various recreation facilities could 
be placed in the park. 

At that meeting most people 
preferred one combined soccer 
and football field and one soft- 
ball field rather than overlapping 
fields. Because of topographical 
and geological considerations the 
fields would be located at the 
southern end of the park. 

The plans also call for the en¬ 
trance of the park to be across 
from Space Court, with parking 
and two small buildings (one 
rest room/storage- one conces- 
sion/ofnee) nearby, and an alle, 
an aisle formed by a formal 
planting of trees, leading north 
up into the park. A maintenance 
trail will run through the park 
and around the storm manage¬ 
ment pond or wetland. 

Other suggestions made at the 
September 27 meeting were na¬ 
ture trail through the central 
wooded section, informal play 
area, picnic areas, playground 
areas* a sledding hill on the 
steep eastern slope and wild- 
flower plantings on a steep wes¬ 
tern slope along Hanover Park¬ 
way. 

The plan shown at the No¬ 
vember meeting by the consult¬ 
ant was the one picked by the 
citizens with added suggestions 
from the Sept. 27 meeting. 

Julie Greer and Lee Johnson 
wondered why there couldn't be 
two combined soccer/football 
fields. But Sheldon Goldberg of 
Windsor Green maintained that 
this park is for Greenbelt East 
kids to play in so it wouldn't 
be fair to them to have just one 
type of field. Councilmember 
Ed Putens said he thought a 
consensus had been reached to 
have a soccer field and a soft- 
ball field and he cautioned not to 
exclude anyone. 

Chuck Dunlop asked about 
having a tennis court. Fielder 
said a court cost $75,000 and no 
one at the previous meeting 
wanted a court. 

In answer to a question by 
Keith Chemikoff of PRAB Field¬ 
er said the small, scattered play¬ 
grounds would be like neighbor¬ 
hood tot lots. 

Lola Skolnik of PRAB wond¬ 
ered why the two buildings were 
necessary and especially why a 
concession stand was needed. 

Dunlop maintained that the 
meetings on planning the park 
were not advertised well enough 
and that the neighbors of the 


park were not hearing about the 
meetings. Celia Wilson* the city's 
planning and development coor¬ 
dinator, explained what the city 
does to inform citizens, such as 
advertise in the News Review 
the agenda of meetings. 

Costs 

The city's consultaant estimat¬ 
ed that the total construction cost 
would be $1,073,967. Of this, 
$416-300 would be the cost for 
clearing, grading, site landscap¬ 
ing and associated activities. 

The softball area is estimated 
to cost $144,387, including fence, 
bleachers, backstop, with $11,-000 
for lighting the parking lot and 
field. The soccer field is estimat¬ 
ed to cost $112,815 with, again, 
$11,000 for parking and field 
lighting. 

Development of the alle would 
cost $257,588-, with $104„000 al- 
loted for surface paving stones 
and $63,000 for the two small 
buildings. 

Other park facilities were es¬ 
timated to cost a total of $142,- 
876. This would include an 
eight-foot paved path, $32,940; 

an eight-foot unpaved path, $23,- 
000; and playground equipment 
$15,000. 

Pond 

It is still not known whether 
a pond will be built in the north¬ 
ern end of the park or whether 
the area will remain as wetlands. 
The United States Army Corps 
of Engineers will make the de¬ 
cision. 

All those with influence are 
pushing for a wet pond, accord¬ 
ing to Fielder. The issue of 
preserving wetlands, she said, ties 
in with concern for the water 
quality of the Chesapeake Bay. 
The pond's main function would 
be to manage stormwater, con¬ 
tinued Fielder, and the existing 
wetlands serve that function. 

Center School 
Hearing, Jan. 10 

The Prince Georges County 
Board of Education will sponsor 
a public information meeting 
and hearing on Center School on 
Tuesday January 10 at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Center School Auditorium. 

Information will be presented 
by the school system's architect 
and other staff regarding the 
two options: rehabilitation of the 
present Center School building 
or construction of a modern plant 
at the site of the old North End 
School. During the first week 
of February a survey seeking 
community input on whether to 
renovate or build a new building 
will be mailed to school parents 
and to Greenbelt residents.

While many people are struggling to get into the Christ¬ 
mas spirit, members of the American Legion of Greenbelt 


gave $4,000 in checks to area 
the weekend they distributed 
food to 30 needy families. 

American Legion Post 136 
gave five churches and the one 
synagogue of Greenbelt checks 
worth $500 each. Post Comman¬ 
der Henry Delwater and Com¬ 
munity Betterment Chairman 
Jim Wersick presented the dona¬ 
tions at the post's bi-monthly 
meeting on December 15. 

The donations were accepted 
by Greenbelt Baptist Church, 
Greenbelt Community Church, 
Holy Cross Lutheran Church, 
Mowatt Memorial United Meth¬ 
odist Church, St. Hugh's Catholic 
Church, and Mishkan Torah 
Synagogue. Children's Hospital 
and the Charlotte Hall Veterans 
Home in St. Mary's County also 
received checks for the same a- 
mount. Delwater said that the 
organizations can spend the mon¬ 
ey as they see fit 

Most of the work the Post does 
benefits those within the boun¬ 
daries of Greenbelt Delwater 
said, “but Children's Hospital 
concerns all of us and the Char¬ 
lotte Hall concerns all the vet¬ 
erans of Maryland and that is 
what we are about.” 

Early Saturday morning, 18 
members of the Legion* the La¬ 
dies Auxiliary and the Sons of 
the American Legion hurried to 
put together the baskets of food 
and toys before those receiving 
them arrived. 

The annual Feed the Needy 
program begins after Halloween 
with a cart placed in front of 
the Post for canned food dona¬ 
tions from members and the pub¬ 
lic. Post 136 then supplements 
the donations to give each fam¬ 
ily a complete Christmas' dinner, 
said Delwater. 

“(Greenbelt Co-op) treated us 
great" Delwater said. The Co-on 
gave them a price cut on the 
groceries, which included 30 
turkeys, as part of their contri¬ 
bution. 

Everything from yams and 
vegetables to a turkey to des¬ 
sert goes in each basket, he said, 
and this year Toys for Tots, 
sponsored by the Greenbelt Li¬ 
ons Club* topped off each basket 
with several new toys. 

Besides stuffing the baskets, the 
members and their families wrap¬ 
ped all the toys and, if possible, 
wrote name tags for each child's 


charities last Thursday. Over 
baskets stuffed with toys and 

present. 

Delwater explained that local 
churches and schools provided 
the names of the families in 
need. Each basket is stuffed with 
the participating family in mind. 
Even the toys are matched to 
the children's ages. A hand- 
signed Christmas card from the 
members makes the basket a 
personal gift from us, said one 
of the stuffers. 

No one in the Legion Hall with 
its tables and chairs full of toys, 
wrapping paper, and canned 
food could remember how long 
they have been doing their Feed 
the Needy program. “We've al¬ 
ways done it," Delwater said. 
The best guess offered was “six 
or eight years." 

The Post also stuffs baskets 
for Thanksgiving. Delwater said 
be is grateful to the loyal mem¬ 
bers and to several community 
businesses like Rados Produce* 
which donates two cases of or¬ 
anges to the food baskets each 
year. 

As the stuffers finished up and 
headed for their restaurant or 
lounge to relax. Delwater said 
that he was nleased with the 
participation of his members this 
year. 

The Post, the seventh largest 
in the world witji 2,946 members, 
sponsors or sunnorts a long list 
of events and activities, said Del- 
water. The list includes Green¬ 
belt Veteran's Day and Memorial 
Day programs, the Fourth of July 
Picnic, and the Labor Day pa¬ 
rade. A senior citizen luncheon 
is given once a month at the Le¬ 
gion's expense in the Post res¬ 
taurant and they provide the 
hall, facilities and food for little 
league and swim team banquets. 

Delwater said, “We try to sup¬ 
port the organizations within the 
community. The Greenbelt Am¬ 
erican Legion supports Greenbelt 
and Greenbelt supports us. w

As part of the city's on-go- 
ing maintenance program for 
street trees, there is a need from 
time to time to prune trees. Pro¬ 
per pruning of trees insures 
their establishing a healthy 
growth pattern. Tree pruning is 
best done when a tree is dorm¬ 
ant and thus is scheduled over 
the winter. 

Street trees in the neighbor¬ 
hoods of Lakeside, Boxwood, and 
Lakewood are scheduled to be 
pruned (by the eity) over the 
next couple of months. Some 
have already been done. 

The city horticulturist, who 
has extensive experience prun¬ 
ing trees, oversees all pruning 
and uses the following criteria 
for removal of tree limbs: dead 
limbs, stubs, broken limbs, thin 
out limbs where there are an ex¬ 
cessive number, remove limbs at 
bad angles and remove limbs 
low'er than eight feet above the 
sidewalks and 13 ft. above the 
roadway.

Recently, the Springhill Lake 
Good Neighbors Watch Group

At its concert Saturday, No¬ 
vember 19, the Prince Georges 
Philharmonic provided us with a 
rare opportunity to hear a man 
conducting his own work. Dist¬ 
inguished American composer 
Samuel Adler, as guest conduc¬ 
tor, opened the concert by con¬ 
ducting his “Requiescat in Pace,” 
a piece commissioned shortly af¬ 
ter the assassination of Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy. This work clearly 
reflects the sorrow and turmoil 
of the American spirit at that 
time. Full of disonance, it is not 
an easy piece either to play or 
to hear. Nevertheless, the or¬ 
chestra attacked it with confi¬ 
dence commensurate with their 
competence. 

The next piece, William Shu¬ 
man's “New England Triptych,” 
is similarly not for beginners. 
Asrain, the orchestra performed 
skillfully. National Public Ra¬ 
dio was unable to find a record¬ 
ing of this piece, so they taped 
it at the concert. Some readers 
may have heard it played on the 
NPR mid-day show Saturday, 
November 26, with introductory 
remarks by Adler. 

The concert closed with Beetho¬ 
ven's ever-popular 7th sympho¬ 
ny. What a happy way to end an 
evening! The verve of the mu¬ 
sic combined with the enthusi¬ 
asm of the conductor and the 
players to make a joyous exper¬ 
ience for the listeners. 

Run! Don't walk to the next 
Prince Georges Philharmonic 
concert scheduled for Saturday, 
February 11. It is the enter* 
tainment bargain of the season. 
The series, “Saluting the Amer¬ 
ican Composer,” is a master 
stroke. The quality of this en¬ 
semble far exceeds the price of 
admission.

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David Helmecki Is 
New City Employee

David Helmecki had returned 
from driving a truck around 
Greenbelt to collect leaves for 
the city’s recycling program. 

“People used to ask for the 
‘garbage man’ when I worked in 
East Hartford,” said Helmecki, 
a Connecticut native who has 
served since September as the 
city’s first Administrative Assist¬ 
ant. “It’s not glamorous, but it’s 
very important.” 

Helmecki said he considers all 
aspects of his job important, in¬ 
cluding day-to-day duties of 
checking for missed trash pick¬ 
ups, arranging help and running 
’' But he placed empha- 
eaking from “old tradi- 
d modernizing the de- 

“This year, reports, complaint 
tracking and special trash calls 
for bulky items are done by com¬ 
puter,” he said. “Waste man¬ 
agement is also getting a lot of 
recognition,” he said. 

The city Public Works Depart¬ 
ment, which runs the trash-col¬ 
lecting program for one third of 
the residences, used to operate 
under a yearly management plan 
to minimize costs. But Helmecki 
said they now look twelve years 
ahead in theoretical planning. 
“Before, it used to be fiscal year 
to fiscal year,” he said. “Now we 
have long-range planning,” 

Helmecki said he feels a sense 
of accomplishment working in 
Greenbelt because it does not 
have the bureaucratic red tape 
of state and federal government, 
“Small-town, local—that’s what 
I like,” he said. “I feel like I 
can get things done. .. Greenbelt 
also doesn’t rely on the county 
as much,” he said, citing the 
city’s own police forces and pub¬ 
lic works functions as examples. 

He added that when he worked 
for the state government in 
Connecticut, he was frustrated 
by the red tape. “There was a 
lot of bad legislation when we 
needed to get things done.” 

In November, the Citizens 
Concerned for a Cleaner County 
in Prince Georges County com¬ 
mended the public works depart¬ 
ment for its recycling program.

MultiVision is raising the 
cost of basic cable service by 
$3, to $18,35 a month- effective 
January 1. Rates for premium 
service will also be increased. 
However, the cost of installation 
and the universal tier option will 
remain the same. Subscribers are 
receiving information about the 
rate increase by mail this month. 

New Channel 

MultiVision will soon begin 
offering “Video Jukebox,” an in¬ 
teractive music service, as part 
of its basic service. “Video Juke¬ 
box” will allow subscribers to 
choose which videos they want 
to watch. 

System Upgrade 

This spring, MultiVision Cable 
plans to spend $1.6 million to 
replace obsolete cable channel 
converter boxes currently being 
used by more than 14,000 sub¬ 
scribers. The converters to be 
replaced are the black dial-con- 
trolled boxes used by many 
Greenbelters. Subscribers will 
not be charged a replacement 
fee. The new boxes will permit 
remote control sets as well as 
the future addition of other 
cable television system services. 

Television Studio 

Funds have been allocated for 
the construction of a new tele¬ 
vision studio in Handover. The 
studio will be operated by “On 
Camera,” a non-profit program¬ 
ming organization supported by 
MultiVision Cable.

Do some people have soft 
teeth? 

Tooth enamel is 97% cal¬ 
cium and is among the hard¬ 
est substances known. It is ac¬ 
tually harder than bone. En¬ 
amel is the same in all people 
except in the case of a con¬ 
genital defect where enamel 
formation has been genetical¬ 
ly altered. 

Contrary to some lingering 
myths, there is no such thing 
as “soft teeth”, only a dif¬ 
ference in the ability to resist 
decay. The physical factors 
that determine this resistance 
are tooth shape, alignment, 
contour, and spacing. Besides 
the physical structure of the 
teeth, there are 2 other fac¬ 
tors, cleanliness and food qual¬ 
ity. 

The necessity to thoroughly 
clean the teeth daily to re¬ 
move all plaque cannot be ov¬ 
eremphasized. Although enam¬ 
el is very hard, it can be dis- 
olved by acids produced by 
the bacteria in plaque. This is 
the basic reason for daily 
brushing and flossing. 

The type of food we eat is 
the third factor. Besides nu¬ 
tritional value, foods must be 
considered in terms of wheth¬ 
er they promote or inhibit 
decay. Total carbohydrate 
(“sugar”) content, stickiness 
and length of time in the 
mouth are all important. In 
addition, frequent consumption 
of sugar-rich foods also af¬ 
fects resistance to decay.
